Erie Gobbles Kalamazoo 
Companies. 


W ill Not Aifect 
the 
Twin City. 


Rates in Kalamazoo Are 
Raised. 


The Erie or Bell telephone company 
■ yesterday came into possession of the 
Central telephone company, operating 
state lines out of Kalamazoo, the Mutu­ 
al, the local independent company in 
Kalamazoo, and the Dowagiac com­ 
pany. This is a change which has 
been in anticipation for some time. 


The Erie company now has control 
of the telephone business in Kalamazoo 
and it has increased the rates 50 per 
cent. 
This, however, was bo have been 
expected even had competition remain 
ed in the field. The rates were 812 and 
$18, a tigure at which the business can­ 
not be successfully conducted in a city 
the size of lialamazoo. The rates will 
be $18 and $24, practically tbe same 
rate that is in force where there is 
cjmpetitiOD. 
The people of Kala’*na- 
7-0'^, however, expect to be introduced 
( j another increase. 


The independent companies of the 
i-tate, however, are not laying down, 
'jliey held an etuhu.siaiitic meeting at 
IJai'le (Jreok yesterday and elected 
tiie following oiliours: President, J. B. 
Ware, Grand Mapid»: vice president, 
iloiand Morrill, Benton Harbor: sec­ 
retary, C. !•’. Brown, Alma: treasurer, 
J. H. Fidleau, St.Johns. 


The Independent companies had fig­ 
ures to show that In the recent pur­ 
chases of the Erie company it had 
s«!cured control of ll<i54 telephones and 
that the independent companies still 
controlled 1(),5UU. 
These 
li^fures do 
not correspond with tne 
.‘icatoinent 
made by President GHdden that, the 
Erie had purchased SO per cent of the 
business of the independent companies. 
The truth is nearer .'i8 per cent. 


The independent companies have 2.- 
800 miles of state lines and (),.'{00 miles 
of circuit wire. The companies repre­ 
sented are not at all discouraged but 
they made plans for protecting them- 
stilves from the competition of the 
Erie. 


The T\ in City company of this city 
will not suffer by the sale of the Cen­ 
tral of Kalamazoo as the Twin City has 
a contract with the Central for handling 
Its business for a period of five years 
This contract will not be interferred 
with by the sale of the lines.

RELIEF OF KI9I6ERLEÏ WITHIN REACH

London, Feb. l.*.-The British army, 
for the first time since the war began, is 
inside the Boer frontier. Lore! Roberts, 
with at least •lO.O'dO infantry. 7.000 cav­ 
alry and 150{;runs. has turned the Ma^>-- 
ersfontein lines, before wliich the 1‘rit- 
¡sh forces have been encamped for ten 
;vveeks, and. with half of his corps, he is 
already operating' (*n Free State terri- 
i5ry. A batth' h a s not yet been fouplit. 
blit large tactical ailvaiitages have been 
gained.

Gen. French has now fixed himself on 
Gen. Cronje’s main line of communica­ 
tions with Bloemfontein, and 20,000 in­ 
fantry. with 72 guns, are being pushed 
up to support him there.

The measure provides that the court 
of claims hear theclaims of the tribe 
to islands in the suuthern part ot Lake 
Michigan and cerialH land in Illinois 
and decide tue equity of the same. 


This does not include the iiu acres 
of Chicago land wnicd the Indians are 
dealing wUn Ed Stark and others for 
the sale of. 
Aside from this land there 
is a large quaniity ntill to wtiicn they 
lay strong claim. 
It is mostly land in 
t h e state of hlinois, bat some is also to 
be found in Iowa and Michigan. 
In 
this latter a number of lake Michigan 
Islands, some ot which are very valu­ 
able, are 
included. 
The richest of 
these are located in the Straits of 
Mackinaw, but no attempt has as yet 
been made to secure clear possession of 
them.

To solve the lee harvesting 
problem he ordered a number of heavy 
iron pans 20 inches long. 14 inches 
wide and 8 inches deep, which he 
placed on slight elevations and tilled 
with water during the cold weather. 


When frozen the cakes are easily 
dumped from the pans by inverting 
them and pouring over the bottoms and 
sides a small quantity of hot water. 
The ice thus procured is as clear as a 
piece of crystal, Is nearly absolutely 
pure.
